An  Act  to  provide  for  the  construction  of  certain  references 
to  Magistrates,  etc.,  in  laws  in  force  in  the  State  of  Tamil 
Nadu. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Tamil  Nadu 
in  the  thirty-first  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India  as  fol- 
lows:— 

1.  (1)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Tamil  Nadu  Refe-  Short  titIe  an?

(2)  It  shall  come  into  force  on  such  date  as  the  State 
Government  may,  by  notification,  appoint. 

2.  In  this  Act,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,-—  Definitions. 

(a)  “Code”  means  the  Code  of  Griminal  Procure, 

1973  (Central  Act  2 of  1974)  \ 

(b)  “lav;  in  force”  includes  any  enactment.  Ordi- 
nance, regulation,  order,  by-la. w,  rule,  scheme  or  notifi- 
cation in  force  in  the  whole  or  in  any  part  of  the  State  of 
Tamil  Nadu  or  any  instrument  having  the  force  of  law 
in  the  whole  or  in  any  part  of  the  State  of  Tamil  Nadu.

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(ft)  to  a Judicial  Magistrate  of  the  second  class, 
shall,  by  reason  of  this  Act,  be  construed  as  a reference 
to  ft  District  Munsif-cnm-Judicial  Magistrate  exercising 
the  poweis  of  a Judicial  Magistrate  of  the  second  class; 


(c)  to  a Judicial  Magistrate,  shall,  by  reason  of 
this  Act,  be  construed  as  a reference  to  a District  Munsif- 
cum- Judicial  Magistrate  exercising  the  powers  of  a 
Judicial  Magistrate  of  the  first  class  or  of  the  second  class, 
as  the  case  may  be. 


(4)  For  the  purpose  of  exercise  of  functions  of  a 
Judicial  Magistrate  by  a District  Munsif-  cum  - Judic::.!
